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A gender gap with a capital ‘G’ 


Non-college- 
educated white 
men flock to 
Donald Trump 

Hillary Gin ton's quest to become 
the first woman president 
produced a gender gap with 
a capital "G* — but lhe non- 
college-educated while men 
flocking lo Donald Trump had 
a Jot to do with it. 

Tuesday's election was on 
track to produce one of the 
largest gender gaps since 1972, 
when the first national exit poll 
was taken. 

The gender gap for Clinton 
— the difference between the 
number of men who voted for 
her and the number of women 


w r ho voted for her — hit 13 
percentage points in pr eliminar y 
results of exit polls conducted 
for The Associated Press and 
television networks by Edison 
Research. 

Clinton's support among 
women was roughly even with 
the support that women gave 
Barack Obama in 200S and 2012. 
The bigger factor in this year's 
wide gender gap: less-educated 
white men, who favoured Trump 
far more heavily than they did 
Republican Mitt Romney in 2012 
or GOP nominee John McCain 
in 20QS. 

Trump, who once famously 
declared that he loved the 
uneducated, got plenty of love 
ffom white voters w r ho never 
graduated from college: He got 
7 in 10 votes from non-college- 
educated white men and 6 iu 10 


votes from noncellege-edurated 
white women. 

Clinton, meanwhile, got the 
support of less than a quarter 
of white men without a college 
degree: Obama, by contrast, drew 
about a third of their votes four 
years ago. Clinton did make some 
inroad's with college-educated 
while women. Just over half 
supported her, while four years 
ago just over half of that group 
had backed Romney. Other 
findings from the exit poll: 
MILLENNIAL MAGIC 

Clinton managed to hang on 
to the miflennials who were such 
a big part of Obama’s winning 
coalition. 

Young people age IS-29 
supported Clinton over frump 
by nearly as strong a margin as 
their support of Obama over 
Romney in 2012, 


Those between 30 and 44 
also were much more likely to 
support Clinton than Trump. 
Trump won the favour of those 
45 and over. 

HOLDING THEIR NOSES 

Americans held their noses 
as they picked between Clinton 
and '['rump: More than half 
of voters cast their ballots 
with reservations about their 
candidate or because they 
disliked the others running. 

That was true both for those 
backing Democrat HiSlarv 
Clinton and those supporting 
Republican Donald Trump, the 
exit polls showed 

After a long, hard-fought 
campaign. Just 4 out of 10 voters 
strongly favoured their candidate. 
That's a marked shift fr'om2D12 , 
when about two-thirds of voters 
said they were voting because 


they strongly favoured their 
candidate. 

The prospect of a Clinton or 
ITump victory was downright 
scary to plenty of voters: Seven 
in ID Clinton voters said they’d 
feel scared by frump victory 6 
in 10 Trump voters felt the same 
about a Chilton win. 

WOMEN'S ISSUES 
VS. EMAIL ISSUES 

After all of the sound and 
fury over Trump's treatment 
of women, it turned out the 
issue bothered half of all voters 
a lot — and women were more 
concerned about it than men. 

About 6 in 10 women were 
bothered a lot, compared to 
about 4 in 10 men. the exit poll 
found. 

'lire partisan divide on the 
issue was stark: More than 3 in 
ID Clinton voters were bothered 


a Jot by the GO I* candidate's 
treatment of women, compared 
to about 1 in 10 Trump voters. 

It turned out voters were 
somewhat less concerned about 
Clinton's use of a private email 
server as secretary of state. 

That issue mattered a lot to 
about four in 10 voters, including 
about 9 in 10 Trump voters. Less 
than 1 in 10 Clinton's supporters 
were bothered a lot 

TO BE HONEST... 

Neither Irump nor Clinton 
gets bragging rights when it 
comes to honesty. 

About 6 out of 10 voters said 
they don't view Clinton as honest 
and about the same share felt the 
same way about Trump.

An unexpectedly excellent 
showing by Trump in states 
around the country turned 
the U.S. presidential election 
into a tense Tuesday cliffhang- 
er, with numerous key states 
too dose to call at press time. 

The early results showed 
a nation riven by racial and 
geographic divisions, and they 
belied polls that suggested a 
comfortable victory for Hil¬ 
ia ry Clinton. By 9:30 p.m.. it 
was clear that an astonishing 
Trump upset was highly pos¬ 
sible — though he still needed 
several states to go his way. 

A Trump victory would give 
immense power to an erratic, 
never-elected Republican busi¬ 
nessman whose behaviour and 
policy positions have alarmed 
much of the world and who 
would face no organized op¬ 
position in Congress. 

Republicans retained con¬ 
trol of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives and appeared likely 


to keep the Senate. 

Trump managed to eke 
out a lead in Florida, one of 
his must-win states, on the 
strength of high white turn¬ 
out in rural counties. He won 
Ohio, where he had led for 
much of the past month, and 
North Carolina, where polls 
had shown a dead heat, 

“Absolutely buoyant." Kel- 
lyanne Conway, Trump's cam¬ 
paign manager, told Yahoo 
News. “We can smell the win.' 1 

Clinton, vying to become 
the first female president, car¬ 
ried Virginia and New r Mexico, 
where she had been expected 
to win. She still had a path 
to victory as of 10:30 p.m.. 
but her so-called “blue wall" 
in long-Democratic northern 
states had dissipated in the 
face of what appeared to be 
a Trump wave. 

Clinton and President Bar¬ 
ack Obama had called for a 
comprehensive rejection of 
Tmmpism — his disparage¬ 
ment of women and minority 
groups, his disdain for demo¬ 
cratic norms, his rage. Instead, 
it appeared the best she could 
hope for was a squeaker of a 
victory. 

Trump was dominant with 
rural and exurban white vot¬ 


ers, compensating fora surge 
in Hispanic support in favour 
of Clinton. Win or lose, his 
competitiveness was a remark¬ 
able achievement for a candi¬ 
date who has outraged much 
of the country. 

To puli it ofif, frump needed 
upset wins in states where 
he had long trailed — some 
combina tion of Pennsyl van ia, 
Michigan, Wisconsin. Minne¬ 
sota, Nevada and New Hamp¬ 
shire. His initial numbers in 
most of them looked better 
than most polls had forecast, 
with Michigan particularly 
worrisome for Clinton. 

Mathematical models, 
crunching polling data, had 
given the former secretary of 
state, senator and first lady 
anywhere between a 70-per- 
cent and 99-per-cent chance 
of winning. By 9:30 p.m., the 
New York Times forecast was 
down to 50-50. By 10 p.m., the 
Forecast gave Trump a 63-per- 
cent chance. 

Clinton held her “victory’ 1 
party at a New York City con¬ 
vention centre with a glass 
ceiling, a metaphor for the 
gender barrier she had hoped 
to break. But the mood in the 
mood turned glum fast, 

“So this isn’t fun," Jon 


Favreau, former speech writer 
for President Barack Obama, 
wrote on Twitter. 

Stock markets tanked on 
the early results; investors 
have made clear their pref¬ 
erence for Clinton stability 
over I rump's promise of rad¬ 
ical change. 

But much of America re¬ 
jected the global consensus. 
Trump, who was widely con¬ 
sidered a laughingstock when 
he launched his candidacy 
with a rambling speech in 
June of last year, defied the 
odds and the pundits again, 
just as he said he would. 

Trump thrilled millions of 
white voters with his outrage- 
courting refusal to be “pol¬ 
itically correct," his vow to 
restore a bygone era nf Amer¬ 
ican glory, and scorched-earth 
attacks on elites, Muslims and 
immigration. The former real¬ 
ity television star managed tn 
stay in the running despite an 
incessant stream of scandals, 
gaffes, lies and insults that 
would have sunk any trad¬ 
itional politician. 

And he did so while running 
far fewer ads than Clinton. He 
was thriving on the strength 
of his persona and message 
alone, torstax news service 


CHINA 

Chinese suite media outlets 
are casting the UJs. election as 
the embodiment of America's 
democracy in crisis in contrast 
to China’s perceived stability 
under authoritarian rule. 

The state-run kin hua News 
Agency' says the campaign has 
highlighted that, in its words, 
“the majority of Americans are 
rebelling against the U.S.'s pol¬ 
itical class and financial elites." 

The official Communist Party 
newspaper People's Daily say's 
in a commentary that the presi¬ 
dential election reveals an “01 
democracy." 

On Tuesday, the Chinese state 
broadcaster CCTV ran man-on- 
the-street interviews with un¬ 
identified American voters in 
which they expressed disgust 
with the system and dissatisfac¬ 
tion with both candidates. 
MEXICO 

The Mexican peso has fallen 
sharply against the ITS. dollar as 
early returns show a tight race 
for the White House. 

Financial research film FactSet 
say's the currency is currently 
trading at 20.15 to the dollar. 
The Bank of Mexico’s interbank 
rate stood at 1 S.42 at the end of 
Tuesday's trading day. 

The peso has closely tracked 
the U.S. presidential race during 
the campaign, hardening when 
Clinton's chances are seen as 
bullish and weakening when 


Donald Trump is seen as rising, 

Financial analyst Ga brie la 
Siller of Banco BASE issued a 
forecast Tuesday that a Trump 
victory could cause the peso to 
fall to 24 to the dollar next year 
and lead to a 3 per cent economic 
contraction in Mexico. 

Trump has threatened to re¬ 
negotiate the Nort h American 
Tree Trade Agreement and vows 
to build a w r all along the United 
States' southern border and force 
Mexico to pay for it. 

JAPAN 

Japanese are tweeting about 
their interest in the U.S. election, 
and retweeting developments, 
though not everyone is happy. 
One Twitter user complains: 
“The U.S. presidential election 
is the only thing 1 can see on 
any channel!" 

Several major television sta¬ 
tions have suspe nded their regu¬ 
lar morning programming to 
cover the vote, with a running 
tally of results and explanations 
of the U.S. electoral vote system. 

A dramatic sinkhole in Fuku¬ 
oka city eclipsed the U.S. election 
on the front pages of japan's 
major newspapers, but online 
editions and media such as Ya¬ 
hoo! Japan have launched special 
election pages.

Long lines, malfunctioning ma¬ 
chines, a TTump campaign law¬ 
suit, allegations of voter harass¬ 
ment and a shooting that locked 
down two California polling sta¬ 
tions — for American voters on 
Tuesday, elq ugly and messy elec¬ 
tion season came to an ugly and 
messy end. 

fears of widespread eledtion- 


thy violence hilled to materialize 
on JuesdEiy, though Californians 
endured a few tense hours after 
gunfire erupted near a polling 
station in Azusa, a city 40 kilo¬ 
metres east of Los Angeles. 

T he shooting forced the lock- 
down of two polling stations but 
police said late Tuesday that it was 
unrelated to the election Eind they 
still had no motive. The gunman 
and a male victim in his 70s were 
killed, with two other people in¬ 
jured; at leEist one of the victims 
was also on their way to vote, 
the Los Angeles Times reported, 

But outside of Azusa, U,$. vot¬ 
ers encountered more typical 
polling stEition dramas: long line

ups, malfunctioning machines, 
assorted annoyances and isolated 
pockets of voter harassment 

I he day did begin, however, 
with a Donald Trump trademark: 
a lawsuit. Early Tuesday, the Re¬ 
publican candidate’s campaign 
filed a lawsuit in Nevada — one 
of several suites that allows early 
voting — alleging that voters 
were allowed to cast their ballots 
past deadline last week. 

In Nevada, people standing 
in line when the polls dose at 
8 p.m. are allowed to cast their 
ballots. The Trump campaign is 
alleging, however, that election 
officials violated state law by al¬ 
lowing people to join the line 


even after the cut off lime. 

T he lawsuit —which was re¬ 
jected quickly by a Nevada judge 
— Weis widely perceived as tin 
attempt to suppress Hispanic 
voters in an important swing 
state. The polling station was 
located outside of a Mexican 
supermarket in Las Vegas, a Gin- 
ton stronghold. 

While election day was large¬ 
ly peaceful, civil rights groups 
logged Et high number of com¬ 
plaints from voters reporting 
harassment or suppression. As 
of early Tuesday evening, some 
30.000 calls already had been 
received by a national voter com¬ 
plaint hotline: according to civil 


rights groups, a large proportion 
of them were from African-Amer¬ 
ican and Latino voters. 

According to Election Protec¬ 
tion. an organization operating a 
hotline, voters complained about 
being directed to the wrong poll¬ 
ing places, learning thEit their 
names had been purged from 
voter rolls, being wrongly told 
to fill out provisional ballots, 
and being improperly asked 
for identification or forced to 
wait in long lines. Voters in Flor¬ 
ida's also reported people “using 
megaphones aggressively”' and 
in Jacksonville, an “unauthor¬ 
ized individuaT was also found 
inside ei polling station, accord¬ 


ing to Kristen Clarke, president 
of the Lawyers' Committee for 
Civil Rights Under Law, during 
a press conference. 

There were also reports in 
Hollywood, Fla., of “aggres sive 
individuals hovering around" 
voters as the approached poll¬ 
ing sites, she added, “Some have 
turned away because they did not 
feel Eible to freely cast (a) ballot.” 

A few skirmishes were also 
reported Tuesday.

Her campaign picked a suit¬ 
ably symbolic location for her 


Election Night party — the 
Jacob K. Javits Convention Cen¬ 
ter in New York City, which, in a 
nod to the historic moment, of¬ 
fers a glass ceiling. Casting her 
ballot at an elementary school 
near her home in suburban New 
York on Tuesday morning, the 
Democratic nominee acknow¬ 
ledged the weight of the day, 
saying: ““so many people are 
counting on the outcome of 
this election.” 

It was a relatively calm Elec- 
tion Day compared with Clin¬ 
ton’s hectic finai few days day 
on the campaign trail. The for¬ 
mer secretary of state and New 
York senator dashed through 
battleground states, encour¬ 


aged get-out-the-vote efforts and 
campaigned with a star-studded 
cast of celebrity supporters. 

The eve of the election in¬ 
cluded an emotional rally in 
Philadelphia with her husband, 
President Barack Obama and 
first lady Michelle Obama, as 
well as performances by Jon 1km 
Joviand Bruce Springsteen. Lady 
Caga capped it off by serenading 
thousands of supporters before 
the Clintons took the stage for 
a 1 am. rally in Raleigh, North 
Carolina. 

After the divisive rhetoric of 
the campaign against Repub¬ 
lican Donald Trump. Clinton 
sought to offer a positive closing 
message on Monday. She told 


supporters in Pittsburgh they 
“can vole for a hopeful, inclu¬ 
sive, bighearted America." In a 
buoyant mood, she also greeted 
voters who cried out "w r e love 
you, 1 " smiling back: “1 love you 
all, too... absolutely." 

Some good news boosted 
Clinton's spirits in the final mo¬ 
ments of the campaign. On Sun¬ 
day, FBI Director James Comev 
sent a letter to Congress, in¬ 
forming lawmakers the bureau 
had found no evidence in its 
hunied review of newly discov¬ 
ered emails to warrant criminal 
charges against Clinton. 

The late October announce¬ 
ment of a fresh email review 
rocked the race just as Clinton 

ir 


appeared to be pulling away 
from Trump in several battle¬ 
ground states. The update from 
the FBI rmy have come too late 
for some: In the nine days be¬ 
tween Comey’s initial state¬ 
ment until his “all clear” an¬ 
nouncement on Sunday, nearly 
24 million people cast early bill- 
lots. That's about IS per cent 
of the expected total voles for 
president, 

She also campaigned with 
Khiir Khan, the father of a slain 
U.£. Army officer whose indict¬ 
ment of Tramp at the Demo¬ 
cratic National Convention was 
an emotional high point for 
Clinton’s party.

Handler's joke was retweeted 
over 23.000 times. Others shared 
the Lnukge with the hashtag#Inir 
WithHei; suggesting Melania was 
voting for Clinton.

The only two female candi¬ 
dates in the PC leadership 
rate have now dropped out 
of the running. 

MLA Sandra Jansen and 
former MLA Donna Kennedy- 
Giant announced their with¬ 
drawals through statements 
on Tuesday afternoon. 

Jansen cited harassment 
throughout her campaign, 
and particularly this past 
weekend in Red Deer at the 
party’s annual policy meet¬ 
ing. as reasons for leaving 
the race. 

Jansen stated a hope for 
open dialogue and discus¬ 
sion of issues as a vital part 
of being a member of the 
PC party. 

"Sadly, this is not w'hat I 


have experienced in the past 
few months,” she wrote. 

“My social media has been 
filled with Filth, my domain 
name purchased to direct 
people to smear pieces on me 
and finally, this past weekend 
in Red Deer, the final straw. 
Insults were scrawled on my 


nomination forms. 

'‘Volunteers from another 
campaign chased me up and 
down the hall, attacking me 
for protecting women's re¬ 
productive rights and my 
team was jeered for sup¬ 
porting children's right to 
a safe school environment.” 


Jansen said she will now 
work behind the scenes to 
fight bullying tactics within 
the party. 

The former Calgary North¬ 
west MLA announced her 
candidacy in October. 

Kennedy-GIans, in a press 
notice, said politics in Alberta 
is polarizing. 

She noted there is limit¬ 
ed opportunity for centrist 
voices to be heard. 

"For that reason, and based 
on consultation with my 
volunteer team, I am with¬ 
drawing from the PC leader¬ 
ship race,” she wrote. 

Kennedy-Glans served as 
the PC MLA for Calgary-Var¬ 
sity from 2012 to 2015. 

She joined the PC leader¬ 
ship race in early September. 

In her statement, Kennedy- 
Glans thanked her supporters 
in the PC party. 

She said she believes many 
Albertans are centrists, and 
sooner or later a centrist 
movement will take shape.

— after they received their 
schedules for the upcoming 
holiday season. 

Robert (Mac) Tome, a vet¬ 
eran who served in the mil¬

City to vote on safety measures at council

Eleven city staff members say 
they've felt unsafe or threat¬ 
ened when attending or pre¬ 
senting at city council. 

That's according to a once- 
private city report that rec¬ 
ommends council approve 
installing metal detectors, 
conducting bag checks and 
placing a glass barrier between 


councillors and the public in 
the chamber. 

On Tuesday, city councillors 
voted to have another go at 
debating the divisive issue of 
heightened security measures. 

The report, which was made 
public Tuesday afternoon, in¬ 
cluded a city consultation that 
found 17.7 per cent of staff 
felt unsafe while attending 
or presenting at city council. 
Sixty-four people responded 
to the survey. 

In late October, councillors 


held a private meeting to ap¬ 
prove the measures, which 
passed by a vote of eight to 
four. 

Mavor Don Iveson wasn't 
present during the meeting, 

Jveson told reporters lues- 
day he wants to hear public 
feedback before taking a stance 
on the issue. 

“My initial reaction is J pre¬ 
fer city hall to be as open and 
as inviting as possible, while 
balancing that with public safe¬ 
ty and the safety of city staff 


and councillors." he said. 

“1 think this coming out as 
a private discussion was not 
helpful. It created unneces¬ 
sary distrust." 

The report said corporate 
security conducted an assess¬ 
ment of the council chamber. 
It did note the emotional but 
non-violent tax: protest. 

But Iveson noted there have 
been disruptions in chambers 
that have made it more diffi¬ 
cult for city staff to do their 
jobs.

A prisoner advocate ls speak¬ 
ing out against prolonged seg¬ 
regation, after three prisoners 
filed a lawsuit claiming they 
were isolated for more than sis 
weeks at Edmonton Institution, 
a maximum-security facility, 

".Human contact is natural 
and it’s an absolute must for 
human beings," said Chris Hay. 
executive director of the J ohn 
Howard Society of Alberta. He 
noted isolation can lead to de¬ 
spair, health problems, suicidal 
thoughts and sometimes ir¬ 
reversible mental issues. 

In a statement of claim 
for their 55.6rmillion lawsuit 
against the Attorney General 
of Canada, Matthew Christo¬ 
pher Hamm, 37, Taylor Tbbin, 
19, and Shawn Keepness, 31,

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say they were forced to stay in 
segregation for 43 consecutive 
days under suspicion that they 
were conspiring to assault cor¬ 
rectional officers. 

The Corrections and Con¬ 


ditional Release Act states an 
inmate can be kept in segrega¬ 
tion fora maximum of 30 days 
for breaking an institution's 
rules, while UN guidelines say 
no one should be segregated 


for more than 15 days. 

Hay has also spoken out 
against increased charges for 
prisoners to make phone calls, 
which he said plays into the 
same issue — further remov¬ 


ing prisoners from the outside 
world makes them less able 
to reintegrate. That, he said, 
means more danger for guards 
on the inside and society on 
the outside. 

He applauded apprentice¬ 
ship programs that kept pris¬ 
oners working from the in¬ 
side, though those have been 
disappearing. 

“This is not bleeding heart. 
That's what people think — 
everyone wants to give them 
video games and internet and 
TVs. Well actually, yeah, 1 do," 
Hay said. 

“The more we remove those 
types of things, the worse off 
w r e’re going to be in the end 
when we send these people 
into the community.” 

According to Correctional 
Services Canada, 26 prison¬ 
ers at Edmonton Institution 
w r ere actively in segregation 
on Oct. 9. 

“All institutions adhere to 
legislation ;uid policy surround¬ 
ing administrative segregation, 
and ensure that all viable al¬ 
ternatives to placement in ad¬ 
ministrative segregation are 
explored." spokesperson Lori 
Halfper said in an email.

Number of Zika cases has 
doubled in Alberta since July 


Officials do not believe that local mosquitoes are carrying the 
Zika virus. All cases are linked to travel. metro file 


There have been 39 confirmed 
cases of the Zika vims in Al¬ 
berta this year. That's a big 
jump from the previous num¬ 
bers, with only one case con¬ 
firmed in 2013. 

As of July this year, there 
were 15 reported cases of the 
vims in Alberta. 

Carolyn Ziegler, a spokes¬ 
woman from Alberta Health, 
said all of the cases have re¬ 
sulted from travel, 

“Albertans continue to travel 
to areas where the Zika virus 
is circulating, so an increase in 
case numbers is not unexpect¬ 
ed," Ziegler said in an email. 

Alberta Health recommends 
visiting a travel health clinic 
six weeks before travelling, 
and taking steps to prevent 
mosquito bites when travel¬ 
ling to affected areas, such 
as the Caribbean and Central 
AmericEi. Wear long-sleeved, 
loose-fitting clothes and use 
insect repellant on exposed 
skin to avoid mosquito bites. 

Travellers returning from 
an area with known Zika hot 
spots are asked to postpone 
blood donation for 21 days. 

“Canadian health experts 
have developed recommen¬ 
dations for returning travel¬ 
lers that can help prevent the 
spread of Zika virus through 


blood or sexual contact. This 
period before blood donation 
ensures enough time has 
passed for the vims to be elim¬ 
inated from a person's blood¬ 
stream,” said Ziegler. 

“Canadian Blood Services 
carefully screens all prospect¬ 
ive donors to minimise the 
potential for transmission,” 


she added. 

T he Canadian government 
recommends pregnant women, 
or those planning on becoming 
pregnant, should avoid travel 
to areas where the Zika virus 
is prevalent, including areas 
in Florida.

On Tuesday, ProCLira's CEO 
and president

early 2017 for 
a multi-residen¬ 
tial building. 

"It's a great 
thing," said 
Schluessel re¬ 
garding the development.

But Chris Buyze. president of 


the Downtown Edmonton Com¬ 
munity League, said he’d like to 
see the park stay the same. 

“We would be concerned 
about losing that, not just for 
the downtown residents, but 
for the city as a whole,” he said. 
“It's a fairly significant green 
space in the downtown and it's 
right in front of our most iconic 
buildings." 

FroCura has fenced off the 
park to the public for environ¬ 
mental testing, a normal develop 
ment practice. 

Grant Pearaell, the director of 
parks and biodiversity with city 
planning, said ProCurn would 
have to apply for a develop¬ 
ment permit, 
which would be 
checked in ac¬ 
cordance with 
its zoning. 

Regarding re- 
zoning. he said 
there would be 
public meetings 
beforehand and 
then the protect 
would .go to coun¬ 
cil for approval. 

"We do think it's great the 
public has access to this site. It 
does provide a great amenity,” 


he said. ,L We are actively seek¬ 
ing new sites in the downtown 
area and developing new parks.” 

The park has always been 
owned privately. Fairmont, which 
owns the hotel, sold the ptrk to 


ProCura in 2009. A future de¬ 
velopment sign has also been 
spotted on the park. 

Buyze said he hopes the city 
will do what it can to preserve 
the space. 


“1 think in terms of the 
amount of green spice down¬ 
town and the expectations of Ed¬ 
montonians, that the city would 
work to try to preserve this green 
space if they could," he said.

Restaurateur rebuilds after 
his parents' place burned 


Alberta is proposing legislation 
that would allow people who 
don't identify as either male or 
female to put an X on govern¬ 
ment documents. 

Service Alberta Minister Steph¬ 
anie McLean intioduced a bill in 
the legislature Tuesday to make 
■dozens of changes to birth, death 
and marriage records and other 
related documents. 

"Modernizingthe Vital Statis¬ 
tics Act is essential to delivehng 
efficient public services and in 
building an inclusive and wel¬ 
coming province," McLean said 
in a release. 

The proposed legislation 
would allow people who don’t 
identify as male or female to use 
a gender marker, such as an X, 
on vital records. It would also 
remove a requirement that a per¬ 
son show proof of sex-reassign- 
inent surgery before changing 
gender designation on vital re¬ 
cords. 

It would clarify that parents 
could choose any last name for 
their child. Parents would also 
be allowed to change a child's 
last name in a simplified pro¬ 
cess to avoid a costly, complex 
court process. 

Under the proposed bill, par¬ 
ents could make changes to 
reflect traditional or cultural 
naming practices, such as put¬ 
ting the family name before the 
given name. 

Parents would be able to regis¬ 
ter a child's birth online and par¬ 
ents of a stillborn child would no 
longer be required to name the 
child to register the birth. 

A person would no longer 
have to provide a reason to legal¬ 
ly change a name. Consent re 
quirements to change the legal 
name of a minor would be sim¬ 
plified. 

The Marriage Act is to be 
amended to remove a require 
ment that a physician certify' that 
an adult under a guardianship or 
trusteeship order has the capacity 
to marry. By the same token, if 
a guardian wanted to contest 
whether a maniage should take 
place, he or she would have a 
month to take action rather than 
the current two-week limit. 

Privacy rules are also to be 
enhanced to restrict who can 
access vital records. 

The legislation would clarify 
the government's authority to 
seal information about vulner¬ 
able people such as in cases of 
family violence or for partici¬ 
pants in a witness protection 
program. The bill calls for sharing 
of pre-adoption information with 
other Canadian post-adoption 
registries to make it easier for 
people to have access to their 
original birth records.

Three Christmases ago, Tony 
Phung watched the family 
business burn to the ground. 

Treasury Restaurant, the 
business his parents built after 
immigrating to Canada, used 
to be iocated in northwest Ed¬ 
monton. 


The fire started at night, in 
a business next door, Phung 
was first on scene, and the 
firefighters told him they 
wouldn't be able to save the 
restaurant. He wrestled with 
how to break the news to his 
mom and clad, that the family 
business was vanishing right 
in front of his eyes. 

“lt took us out, 1 ' said Phung, 
who runs a software consult¬ 
ing firm in Edmonton. “1 think 
over the last four years my 
parents haven't had a chance 
to rebuild a restaurant just be¬ 
cause they were so devastated." 

Earlier this year. Phung de¬ 
cided to take matters into his 
own hands. In Eebmary, be in¬ 
corporated Grain of Kice — a 
new restaurant in the west-end 


to be helmed by him. H is par¬ 
ents. who immigrated to Can¬ 
ada from China and 'Taiwan, 
will be brought in as mentors 
for the kitchen staff. 

Grain of Rice will serve au¬ 
thentic Chinese and Vietnam¬ 
ese cuisine, made from locally- 
sourced ingredients. 

The twist? Phung is updating 
his family’s cktssics for a new 
audience. 

Growing up in an immi¬ 
grant household. Phung said, 
the family would go to eat at 


traditional restaurants that 
served meals with as many as 
10 courses. 

With the daily bustle of our 
lives, he said, it's much more 
difficult to go for those kind of 
outings. It’s a loss that bothers 
many Chinese-Canadian mil¬ 
lennia Is, he adds. 

“The business is really fo¬ 
cused on the millennial and 
how we eat today.’ 1 he said. 
“We make it accessible for 
millennials where you can or¬ 
der select things from those 


10-course meals, just to give 
us that reminiscing of family 
time.” 

Hut the business will cater 
to all palates. A number of 
menu options are influenced 
by Phong's experience grow¬ 
ing up in a diverse north- 
end neighbourhood. He also 
doesn't want his Muslim 
friends, and others with diet¬ 
ary restrictions, to miss out. 

Items such as spring rolls, as 
a consequence, will be made 
with ground chicken instead 
of the traditional pork. 

“I really wish this place can 
cater to many cultures and may 
different types of religions.”

Questions linger over drainage asset transfer

On Tuesday, city council¬ 
lors moved to ask administra¬ 
tion to clarify a few things 
about EPCOR's proposal to 
take over assets like the city’s 
pump sEations and storm¬ 
water ponds. 


Independent accounting 
company" Grant Thorton 
found in late October that 
EPCOR's proposal had “strong 
merit.” It said the city-owned 
company could save IQ per 
cent on building drainage 
equipment. 

EPCOR would also make a 
profit on the deal, but that 
money would return to the 
city via an annual, S20-miI- 
lion dividend. 

But councillors are still 
questioning the transfer, 
which would see $1.1 billion 
in assets and $600 million in

debt transferred to EPCOR. 

Council requested admin¬ 
istration provide further in¬ 
formation on an outlook of

federal grants. 

Mayor Hon Ives on told re¬ 
porters there are advantages 
and disadvantageous to both 
prospects. 

He said EPCOR can gener¬ 
ate efficiencies that the city 
would struggle to deliver. 

“I have great confidence 
in this company and that's 
why we’ve seen it grow so 
much outside the city of Ed¬ 
monton,” he said. “It would 
expand their focus from do¬ 
ing three things and it would 


allow the city to do &6 differ¬ 
ent things rather than 67.” 

However, Coun. Mike Nick¬ 
el expressed concern oveF 
the takeover, noting EPCOR 
lost on bids because other 
municipalities deemed trans¬ 
action costs were too high. 
T hose jurisdictions included 
Banff, and Sooke and Port 
Hardy, B.C. 

“Are you really delivering 
the extra value we’re going 
to need? T hat wasn’t part of 
the Grant Thorton report,” 
he said. "Those transaction 
costs are everything.”

Panel named 
to overhaul 
energy board 

The Liberal government has 
named a diverse, five-person 
panel to make recommenda¬ 
tions on overhauling the national 
energy regulator. 

The group appointed Tuesday 
by Natural Resources Minister 
Jim Can: will examine the struc¬ 
ture , role and mandate nf the Na¬ 
tional Energy Board, which has 
become embroiled in controversy 
over its reviews of contested oil 
pipeline proposals. 

T he panel is to report to Carr 
by March 31 — not by the Jan. 1 
deadline initially announced by 
the government bark in June. 

T he Trudeau government an¬ 
nounced last January that it was 
augmenting the existing over¬ 
sight process for major energy 
projects, adding an examina¬ 
tion of upstream greenhouse gas 
emissions and providing further 
public consultation in addition 
to the National Energy Board 
hearings. 

But a more fundamental re¬ 
structuring of the board, which 
was first created in 1959. was 
promised by the government 
pending a wide-ranging public 
consultation by a panel of ex¬ 
perts.

Lab worker 
found a split in 
body suit, now 
in isolation 


An employee at the National 
CenEre for foreign Animal 
Disease may have been ex¬ 
posed to the Fbola virus. 

Dr. John Copps says the 
employee was working with 
six infected pigs Monday and 
noticed a split in the seam 
of his protective suit dur¬ 
ing decontamination after 
working in the Level 4 lab 
in Winnipeg. 

The lab director said all 
proper emergency procedures 
were followed and the risk to 
the employee, co-workers and 
the community is considered 
to be low. 

“Our employees are well 
aware of the risks and how 
to control them." Copps said 


Tuesday. 

Officials said there was no 
contact with other workers 
before the employee real¬ 
ized the risk of possible in¬ 
fection. The employee met 
with a doctor and was offered 
an experimental Ebola vac¬ 
cine. Officials, citing privacy, 
wouldn’t say whether he re¬ 
ceived the vaccine. 

The employee is in isola¬ 
tion and will be monitored 
for 21 days by local health 
officials. 

Copps said a pig had been 
given a drug called interferon 
and then infected with Ebola 
to see if the drug would affect 
the outcome of the disease. 

All the pigs had been an¬ 
esthetized and were being 
moved by the employee at 
the time, he said. 

Ebola is spread through 
direct contact with the blood, 
sweat, vomit, feces, urine, sal¬ 
iva or semen of those infected

Officially, Trudeau will meet 
with Cuban President Raul Cas¬ 
tro. Cuba's ambassador to Can¬ 
ada says there may also be an 
opportunity to visit with Fidel 
Castro too. 

“I think this question has 
been worked out. and there is 
a chance. I don't know how it 
wilt end," ambassador Julio Gar- 
mendia Pena said Monday. 

“Jin sure ridel would like to 
meet him, and it would be a great 
opportunity for him to say hello 
to a friend of his father and for 
Fidel to greet his closest friend's 
son as a prime minister."

Indigenous people across Can¬ 
ada remembered ancestors 
and community members who 
fought and died in war as they 
marked National Aboriginal 
Veterans Day on Tuesday. 

More than 12,000 indigen¬ 
ous people joined the Can¬ 
adian military in the First and 
Second World Wars and Korea. 
More than 500 were killed and 
countless more were injured. 

Veterans Affairs Minister 
Kent Hehr said more indigen¬ 
ous people served in those 
conflicts than any other eth¬ 
nic group, as a percentage of 
total population. 


“From the beginning of 
our country, our First Nations 
people have fought bravely and 
boldly and sacrificed a great 
deal for this nation," he said 
in an interview. 

National Aboriginal Veter¬ 
ans Day has grown since it 
was inaugurated by Winni¬ 
peg's city council in 1994, with 
commemorations across the 


country. 

Richard Blackwolf, president 
of the Canadian Aboriginal Vet¬ 
erans and Serving Members. As¬ 
sociation, says his group plans 
to ask the federal government 
to proclaim Nov. 8 as National 
Aboriginal Veterans Day. 

Yet even as the day grows, 
there is a debate over what it 
should represent. 


Hetty Ann Laval lee. former 
head of the Congress of Ab¬ 
original Peoples and a fourth- 
generation military veteran, 
said she would be thinking 
Tuesday of those who fought 
and died in uniform, but alto 
the many indigenous veterans 
who fell through the cracks 
when they returned from Eur¬ 
ope and JKorea.

Lawyer asks complainant if

“No," she replied again. 

Court has already heard how 
Wagar, 29. and the woman, 24, 
were at a party in a Calgary 
home in December 2011. The 
woman testified that she was 


in the bathroom when Wagar 
came in. locked the door and 
ripped her clothes off. She said 
the sexiud assault lasted 15 to 
20 minutes, 

Wagarwas acquitted of sexual 
assault in 2014 by Judge Robin 
Camp. During the original trial, 
Camp asked the complainant, 
“Why coukln't you just keep your 
knees together?" and said “pain 
and sex sometimes go together."

CLIMATE CHANGE 

Last five years ruled hottest ever recorded 


Hot and wild and with an 
"increasingly visible human 
footprint* — that's how the 
UN weather agency sums up 
the global climate in the past 
five years. 

In a report released Tues¬ 
day at international climate 
talks in Morocco, the World 
Meteorological Organization 
said 2011-2015 was the hot¬ 
test five-year period on record. 

That conies els no surprise 
as WlvIOT annual reports have 
showed record average tem¬ 


peratures in 2014 and 2015. 
But the agency said the five- 
year report provides a better 
overview of tvarming trends 
and extreme events such as 
prolonged droughts and recur¬ 
rent heat waves. 

"We just had the hottest five- 
year period on record, with 
2015 claiming the title of hot¬ 
test individual year. Even that 
record is likely to be beaten in 
20IS,” said WMO Secretary- 
General Tetteri Taalas. 

The WMO's preliminary cli¬ 


mate assessment for 2016 is 
set to be released next week. 

While it's complicated to- 
draw links between single 
weather events and climate 
change, the report found that 
many extreme events during 
the period were made more 
likely as a result of man-made 
climate change. In the case 
of some extreme high tem¬ 
peratures. the probability in¬ 
creased by a factor of 10 or 
more, the report said. 

“Examples include the rec¬ 


ord high seasonal and annual 
temperatures in the United 
StEites in 2012 and in Australia 
in 2013, hot summers in east¬ 
ern Asi;t and western Europe 
in 2013, heat waves In spring 
and autumn 2014 in Australia, 
record annual warmth in Eur¬ 
ope in 2014, and a heat waive in 
Argentina in December 2013." 
WMO said. 

The report found no strong 
climate-change link for ex¬ 
treme rainfall events.

Canada among 
first countries 
to try out the 
new feature 

Canadians, wilt be among the 
first in the world to try fate- 
book’s latest feature, as the so¬ 
cial-media giant debuts Rooms 
on its Messenger platform. 

Launching on Thursday in 
Australia and Canada, Messen¬ 
ger Rooms will allow users to 
create spaces to chat about a 
topic important to them. Simi¬ 
lar to Messenger's Group chat 
function, these can be themat¬ 
ic, event or topic based. They 
can be private or public, but 
will be capped at 25Q partici¬ 
pants at this point. 

Its an "everything old is 
new again" type of move, as 
it's a bit of throwback to the 
chat rooms that were one of 
the First incarnations of online 
community on the web. Rather 
than a static message board. 


though, this has the liveliness 
of online chat. 

"Before, in order to get into a 
group ichatj. you needed to add 
or invite them— that's how the 
group grows," said Sum Ghttdlov- 
sky, head of product, Facebook 
Messenger. "We've been talking 
to our users, and the feedback 
that was constant was why can't 
we have the made groups that 
can just be found T 


As an example, Cbudlovsky 
points to a Room set up when 
there's a hockey game on. 

"People want to talk about 
that, and they ah want to get 
together. They don’t mind 
having a bunch of people in 
there." 

Rooms users will be able to 
share links to the topic-based 
areas publicly, and the adminis¬ 
trators will have tools to revoke 
access if some users choose 


to be disruptive or abusive. 
As well, private Rooms can 
be made so they won’t be dis¬ 
coverable. 

It’s an interesting move, 
as the company launched a 
stand-alone app called Rooms 
in 2014, but it didn't really 
gain a lot of traction — an 
issue with many of the com¬ 
pany’s stand-alone apps — so 
the company eventually shut¬ 


tered it in 2015. 

Cbudlovsky says Rooms will 
be better because more than 
one billion people are already 
using Messenger, With a 250 
person limit, the company ex¬ 
pects there will often be several 
rooms based around popular 
events, such as live spoiling 
events. 

If nothing else, it is an on- 
trend technology move.

Home construction is slowing 
down in British Columbia, with 
housing starts in Vancouver 
falling to their lowest level in 
more than Five years, according 
to the latest data from Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Corp. 

The federal housing agency 
reported Tuesday that the sea¬ 
sonally adjusted annual rate of 
housing stEirts in Vancouver 
fell to 12.023. The last time il 
was at that level was in March 
2011, CMHC said. 

In B.C., the annual pace of 
urban starts fell nearly 45 per 
cent to 25,517 in October, com¬ 


pared with 46,294 in September. 

BMO economist Robert Kav- 
cic said the drop could be the 
first sign that home builders 
are responding to softening 
demand in the province. 


Real estate sales in the re¬ 
gion have been falling sharply 
in recent months. In Vancouver, 
home sales pkmged 3S.B percent 
in October compared with a year 
ago, according to die Real Estate 


Board of Greater Vancouver. 

The pace also slowed in most 
other regions of the country, 
with Quebec, the Prairies and

l J rince Hurry condemned the 
mediu for subjecting girlfriend 
Meghan Markle Ea> “a wave of 
abuse and harassment," issu¬ 
ing a highly unusual statement 
luesday that confirmed his re¬ 
lationship with Ehe American 
actress and expressed concern 
for her safety. 

Harry's office said that while 
the 32-year-old prince under¬ 
stood that there was significant 
curiosity about his private life, a 
line had been crossed in terms 
of media intrusion. Harry said 
the statement was issued in 
hopes media driving the story 
will “pause.” 

"Prince Hany is worried about 
Ms. Markle's safely and is deeply 
disappointed that he has not 
been able to protect her," said 
the statement from Kensington 
Palace. “It is not right that a few 
months into el relationship with 
him that Ms. Markle should be 
subjected to such a storm." 

The 35-year-old Markle is 
best known for playing para¬ 
legal Rachel Zane in the 'IV 
legal drama Suits. She has also 
worked with the United Na¬ 
tions on gender equality and 
is a global ambassador for the 
charity World Vision Canada, 
travel! mg to Rwanda earlier this 
year to campaign for clean water. 

Tabloids in Britain and be¬ 



yond have jumped on 
the story and speculated 
about the relationship for 
weeks, with many com¬ 
menting on her muted- 
race heritage and con¬ 
trasting her background 
with the prince's. The pul- 
ace said the harassment 
has “been very public — 
the smear on the front 
page of a national news¬ 
paper; the racial under¬ 
tones of comment pieces; and 
the outright sexism and racism 
of social media trolls and web 
article comments." 

One Daily Mail; headline called 
her a “saucy divorcee." Another 
described her ancestors as “a 
tailor, a teacher and a cleaner in 
radaily-divided J im Crow South 
— while his were ruling the Brit¬ 
ish Bmp ire." One Daily Mirror 
article linked Markle with an 
online pornography site, saying 
clips of her from Suits were fea¬ 
tured on an adult site.

The sem tiny of the relation¬ 
ship drew immediate parallels 
to the media scrutiny of Harry's 
mother, the late Princess Diana, 
who died in a 1997 car accident 
while being pursued by papar¬ 
azzi. It also invited comparisons 
to the early revelations Lhat Kate 
Middleton was dating Prinee Wil¬ 
liam. lhat relationship w r as also 
the subject of relentless media 
attention. 

But choosing to tackle the 
issue directly is unusual for the 
palace, which initially declined 
comment to reports in the Sun¬ 
day Express newspaper on the 
relationship, as per its usual 
policy of refraining from dis¬ 
cussions on the personal lives 
of the royal family 

“Ifs a very unusual step, t 
can't think of a precedent for 
it in recent years," said Joe tit¬ 
tle, managing editor of Majesty 
magazine. "Some would regard 
this is something he should put 
up with, but that's not in his na¬ 
ture."

Custody 
agreement 
reached with 
Brad Pitt 

Angelina Jolie Pitt will con¬ 
tinue to have sole custody of 
her six children with Erad Pitt 
in a joint agreement reached 
by the actors, a representative 
for the actress said Monday. 

The voluntary agreement 
calls for the former couple's 
six children, who range in ages 
from eight to 15, to continue 
to have "therapeutic visits" 
with Pitt for the time being. 
It is unclear what therapeutic 
visits entailed, and Jolie Pitt’s 
representatives could not pro¬ 
vide additional details. 

A representative for Pitt de¬ 
clined comment. 

Monday 's statement said the 
agreement was reached more 
than a week ago, although litt 
told a court on Friday that he 
is seeking joint custody. 

Jolie Pitt filed for divorce 
in September, days after Pitt 
was involved in a disturbance 
during a private flight with his 
family. She cited irreconcilable 
differences as the reason for 
the breakup, and an attorney 
said at the time she Filed for 
divorce “for the health of the 
family" 

The agreement has not been 
filed in the couple's divorce, 
and may not be the final cus¬ 
tody arrangement governing 
the actors' children. 

Pitt and Jolie Pitt reached a 
temporary custody agreement 
in late September that includ¬ 


ed at least some of the same 
terms —visitation with his 
children and both sides agree¬ 
ing to meetings with therapists. 

“We believe that all sides 
are committed to healing the 
family and ask For your con¬ 
sideration during this diffi¬ 
cult time," Monday's state¬ 
ment said. 

The actor filed a legal re¬ 
sponse to the divorce on Fri¬ 
day and sought joint custody 
of the children. Formal cus¬ 
tody arrangements are in¬ 
cluded in a couple's divorce 
judgment, although they are 
rarely made public in celebrity' 
divorce cases. 

Pitt's Filing did not include 
any new details about the 
couple's breakup. Pitt cited 
imeconcikible differences and 
makes no mention of a pre¬ 
nuptial agreement that will 
govern how the pair divides 
their assets. He also cites Sept. 
15 as the day of their separa¬ 
tion. one day after the alleged 
plane altercation between Pitt 
and his 15-year-old son, Mad¬ 
dox. 

Pitt was accused of being 
abusive toward the teenager, 
sources told The Associated 
Press, but authorities were 
not notified when the plane 
landed in Minnesota. Several 
sources said the incident was 
being investigated by the Los 
Angeles County Department 
of Children and family Ser¬ 
vices, but the agency said it 
could not confirm whether it 
was involved. 

The actors were married for 
two years and together for 12 
years after becoming close 
while filming 2005's Mr. & 
Mrs. Smith, the associated press

It’s a cinch for one artist at the art mart to keep horses comfortable 



Artist Jim Bibaud doesn’t 
get much feedback from his 
clients, but that’s OK with 
him. His customers don’t 
talk much anyway, they’re 
horses and Jim EJibaud makes 
cinches. Bibaud 11 s company, 
Alberta Cinch, will be show¬ 
ing and selling at the West¬ 
ern Art Gallery during the 
2016 Canadian Finals Rodeo 
In Western Riding the term 
for tack or girth is cinch. 
T hey are used to keep a sad¬ 
dle in place, wrapping under 
the rib cage and attached to 
either side of the saddle by 
a lafigo, usually leather. A 
One artist is only out to impress the rodeo's horses, nofUHL4Nos cinch is made of multiple 
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strands joined at either end 
by a large ring. Cinches can 
be made from cotton, syn¬ 
thetic fibres, mohair or a 
mix. They can be hacked by 
felt or fleece. Bibaud uses 
mohair, 

" The comfort for the horse 
is number one," he says. ’’Mo¬ 
hair is a natural fibre, it’s 
durable, strong, it breathes, 
wicks moisture away from 
the horse resulting in com¬ 
fort.” 

Bibaud has been comfort¬ 
able around horses his whole 
life. He began riding when 
he was two and at eight was 
helping his dad on trips in 


the Rockies. He learned 
quickly their lives depended 
on the horse so the horse's 
welfare was paramount. 
After some career changes 
and raising a family he rode 
full circle back to horses. 

”1 always had a interest 
in lying knots and it started 
from when J was young and 
going on many pack trips 
with my family. I saw an arti¬ 
cle in a magazine on cinch 
making. I contacted the in¬ 
structor for more in depth 
information and started from 
there. Within my first cinch 
or two 1 was hooked! Short¬ 
ly thereafter 1 travelled to 


Sheridan Wyoming to learn 
ail I could about the art. 1 
have a background in fabri¬ 
cation which enabled me to 
put my own spin on things 
as well,” he says. 

He says he gets his own 
inspiration from things such 
as saddle pads, blankets and 
traditional and historic cinch 
designs but he because he 
ci]5tom builds a lot of the 
designs come from the im¬ 
agination of his customers.

Who knew getting thrown off 
a horse would lead to such an 
interesting side job? 

For professional ladies barrel 
racer Katie Garthwaite, that's 
exactly what happened when 
she was helping out as an un¬ 
official movie stunt double for 
what she thought was a one¬ 
time experience four years ago. 

“My husband was working 
on movies and they needed 
a girl to get thrown off her 
horse, so I went to Vancou¬ 
ver for three days to Film. It 
turns out it wasn't just a regu¬ 
lar horse fall; 1 was actually 
ratcheted off the horse,* she 
explains. “After that, l was kind 
of known as the tough girl 
because I took a big hit... and 
now 1 have worked enough to 
have join the union.* 

Garth waite's stunt double 
life hits led her to many fun 
experiences but filming the 
OscEir-winning Leonardo Di- 
Caprio film The Revenant in 
South America was one of her 
favourites. 

“I'm an adrenaline junkie 
and barrel racing has actually 
helped me a lot, because when 


you're working on movie sets, 
it's in a high pressure situation 
and even if it's a different set¬ 
ting than the rodeo you still 
have to be aware of so many 
things, so nry experiences have 
really helped.* 

itunt doubling aside, 
Garthwaite — who was bom in 
Oregon but lives near Mission, 
B.C. — is about to compete 
in her third Canadian Finals 
Rodeo (CFR) this week. She 
says the competition this year 
is tougher than ever. 

“I feel good; every year is a 
different year with different 
girls and It was really tough to 
qualify this year. That's not to 
say it's not hard every year, but 
this year it was a tough group 
and a lot of different girls. I'm 
just fortunate to be a part of 
it,* Garthwaite says.

If you're wondering whether 
experience and age will win 
over youth and vigour, you're 
not the only one. 

But whatever happens at this 
year's Canadian Finals Koden 
iCFK), long-time bull rider Scott 
Schiffner knows he is pail of 
something special. As the most 
experienced bull rider with 16 
CFKs under his belt, he knows 
he has some stiff competition 
when it comes to the younger 
competitors. 

"Some of these kids were rid¬ 
ing steers when I was riding 
bulls, so it's been a lot of fun 
to watch them grow up and 
develop and see how talented 
they are and what great com¬ 
petition they have become," 
Schiffner says.

"It keeps me motivated be¬ 
cause they are so talented, and 
it makes me feel good when I 
can beat some of them once in 
a while, too." 

Schiffner has been on the 
professional circuit since 199S, 
missing only three finals since 
then — something he attributes 


to staying healthy. 

"Staying healthy is the major 
thing and I've been really lucky. 
Of course I’ve had injuries but 
for whatever reason, nothing 
too major where [ wasn't able to 
comeback. Bull riding is a sport 
you truly have to love, and J'm 
very fortunate that for over 20 


years now I've been en joying go¬ 
ing to work ever/ day," he adds. 

Schiffner often gets asked 
when he's going to hang his 
hat up. so to speak. 

"] don't know when 1 will re¬ 
tire but 1 do know three things 
will dictate how much longer 
I stay: if I'm still loving it and 


having fun, if I'm winning and 
competitive and if I’m healthy. 
Right now I’ve got all three of 
those going, and if one goes 
away then J imagine I would 
leave pretty quickly after." 

When you've been around 
as long as Schiffner has. you 
notice things changing over the 


years. Of course, die biggest and 
most obvious change is the prize 
money, which has ballooned to 
almost $1.6 million. Another ma¬ 
jor change, according to Schiff¬ 
ner, is the quality of the animals 
in competition. 

“The bulls have gotten un¬ 
believably good because of all of 
the genetics, and stock contact¬ 
ors work so hard at taking really 
good care of these animals. They 
even have their own workout 
program and exercise regime. 
T he bulls have almost left some 
of us bull riders behind by get¬ 
ting so good, so quick." 

Bronc rider Dustin Flundra 
has also spent 16 years on the 
Chit circuit and he agrees that 
the animals have become a Jot 
more challenging — as well as 
the competitors. 

“The calibre of the horses 
has grown and gotten better. 
The calibre of the cowboys has 
always been great but there are 
always new ones coming up, 
and this year a bunch of young 
guys are very good, too," he Saji's. 
"It's cool to see the enthusiasm 
these young guys have when 
they qualify for the first time. 
I remember what it was like my 
first time too, but now 1 get a 
different kind of butterflies."

“The ThinkAg Careers pro 
gram provides students a great 
foundation to explore the vast 
array of career opportunities. 
From grain marketing, to crop 
advising, to computer program¬

Combined with the fact 
that much of the information 
we receive at the grocery store 
or online is based on market¬ 
ing which doesn’t necessarily 
reflect science* people have 
serious questions about our 
food sources and production. 
And s'o* consumers are look¬ 
ing for opportunities to learn 
about where their food comes 
from, such as growing some of 
their own food, visiting farms 
and researching. Luckily there 
are countless farmers, ranch¬ 
ers and agriculture profession¬ 
als from across Alberta who 
volunteer their time to help 
answer consumers’ questions 
about food," she says. 

Hanlon recommends those 
seeking further answers should 
attend Farm fair during the 
rodeo and talk to the exhib¬ 
itors. She also suggests re¬ 
searching the many post-sec¬ 
ondary programs available and 
to register for the information 
sessions ThinkAg holds.

“These are dogs thud like to 
work and this is what they are 
bred for and what they enjoy 
doing. Working dogs tend to 
have a strong desire to work, 
whether it's at home or on an 
agility course or even just chas¬ 
ing a ball. It's a lot easier to train 
them when they have the desire 
to work and learn - Perry adds. 

Perry encourages rodeo goers 
to check out the event mid even 
visit with the handlers and their 
dogs before or after. “ There are 
a lot of audience members who 
have the same breed of dogs who 
like to chat with the competitors 
before and after,which is great."

The most important remark 
I heard when driving people 
around in the Nissan Pathfind¬ 
er was, “Wow, this is comfort¬ 
able" 

People who' remember Nis¬ 
san Pathfinders from back in 
the day remember the truck- 
based-SUV that, while capable 
off-road, was a brute and not 
at all easy to drive anywhere 
civilized, this 2017 Mishin Path¬ 
finder, which has just been 
refreshed, is still built on a 
unibody platform, something 
it looks tike the SUV will do for 
the foreseeable future. 

Why will Nissan stick to uni- 
bodyV Because no one actually 
takes their Pathfinder off-road 
anymore — this is a crossover 
aimed at families w r ho need 
space and a bit of capability, 
not a military-grade tank.. Dur¬ 
ing my time with the seven-seat 
Pathfinder. 1 used it to take a 
day trip into wine country, visit 
an outlet malt, ferry around my 
parents, pick up some pump¬ 
kins, and take a few bags of 
clothing to a donation depot. 
The worst conditions it saw r 
was a gravel road. 

But that's not to say the Path¬ 
finder has gone completely 
soft. Although there is no op¬ 
tion to lock the car in lower 


gears, the Pathfinder should 
be able to easily handle most 
eventualities like a snow storm, 
dirt trail to the cottage, or drive 
across a field to get a Christ¬ 
mas tree. 

Through a three-mode drive 
selector on the center console, 
you can choose to drive only 
the front wheels for maximum 
fuel efficiency, you can let the 
car decide where the power 
is needed in auto mode, or 
you can lock the rear differ¬ 
entia] for more challenging 
conditions. 

The SUV also has a hill des¬ 
cent mode, which is like cruise 
control for driving down steep 
hids. ft keeps the car at a crawl¬ 
ing speed so if you are off-raad- 
ing, you don’t have to modu¬ 
late the brakes or throttle: all 
you'd have to take care of is 
steering and making sure your 
wheels are pointed where you 
want to go. 

The most standout aspect is 
how comfortable it is and how 
easy it is to drive in an urban 
environment. 

1 had no difficulty navigating 
the three-row SUV around con¬ 
do parking garages, with the 
steering light enough at slow 
speeds to make tight turns ef¬ 
fortless. A top-down 360-degree 
overhead view is displayed on 
screen when reversing or can 
be turned on at parking lot 
speeds. w r hich makes things a 
lot easier. Even parallel park¬ 
ing was effortless because of 
that camera.

This Is basically 
reality TV, so I guess Tm good 
for ratings probably." 

Bo it seemed almost fit¬ 
ting that just a few days after 
making some bold comments, 
Sherman was at the centre of 
another officiating flap in Mon¬ 
day night’s 31-25 win over the 
Buffalo Bills. 

Once again. NFL refs were 
in the spotlight of a prime¬ 
time game that left the league 
scrambling to provide explana¬ 
tions of what hiippened and 
the mistakes that were made. 

Any time Dean Blandino, 
the NKL’s head of officiating, 
has to send an explanatory 
tweeE during a game about a 
mistake, it’s not a good look 
for the league. 

“We are absolutely going to 
address it," Blandino told NFL 
Network late Monday night. 
“Anytime you have a sequence 
like that at any point during 
the game, we want to see 
what happened and just walk 
through the steps of where the 
breakdown was. Regardless of 
the outcome of the game, we 
are going to address the situa¬ 
tion with our crew.
